Proof of Earnings 
Needed When Filing 
For Social Security 
Anyone who intends to file a 
claim for old age insurance bene­ 
fits in January should be prepared 
to furnish evidence of his 1955 
earnings, E. Bishop Hill, manager 
of the Harrisburg Social Security 
Administration office, said today 
Since 1955 earnings may be im­ 
portant in determining the amount 
of benefits payable, evidence of 
the exact amount earned should be 
presented on your first visit to the 
social security office. 
The evidence required from a 
self-employed person is a copy of 
hi> income tax return for 1955, and 
evidence that he has paid the social 
security self-employment tax to the 
Director of Internal Revenue. This 
evidence may be a post office mon­ 
ey order stub, a cancelled check, 
or a receipt from the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service. 
An extra copy of 
the schedule C or F of the tax re­ 
turn should be prepared to submit 
with your claim. 
The evidence of a wage earner’s 
ncome is the form W-2, Withhold­ 
ing Tax statement. He should ob­ 
tain a W-2 wage statement from 
each employer for whom he work­ 
ed in 1955, to submit at the time 
of filing his claim for social secur­ 
ity benefits. 
The insured worker who has 
reached age 65 and has not earned 
more than $2080.00 during 1955 
should file a claim in January 1956 
to avoid loss of any benefits to 
which he may be entitled. The in­ 
sured worker who was over age 72 
in any month in 1955 may be en­ 
titled to benefits regardless of the 
amount of his earnings. 
Mr. Hill said that workers may 
call at the Harrisburg District of­ 
fice between the hours of 8:30 and 
4:30, Monday through Friday, ex­ 
cepting legal holidays.
